wet. He advanced a theory that 
bootleggers are the principal hoard- 
ers of money, as they desire to 
keep their wealth out of view of 
income tax collectors and because 
they wish to save it against a com- 
ing time when they will be forced 
out of business by the return of 
legal liquor. 
Declaring his opposition to the 
eighteenth amendment, the Vol- 
stead law and all other enforce- 
ment acts, James R. Claiborne, 
University City, Democrat, said: 
“Tf elected, I'll not only continue 
to drink liquor, but I’ll vote wet. 
Liquor to my mind is the para- 
mount problem at this time, but 
there are others.” He enumerated 
high tariff, excessive cost of gov- 
ernment and Government competi- 
tion with private business as other 
evils, and proposed converting the 
dollar to its equivalent r m 
property. 

E. L. Padberg’s View. : 
Eugene L. Padberg, St. Louis, 
Democrat, urged giving the states 
back the authority of handling the 
liquor question, repealing prohibi- 
tion, and told how his family had 
preached temperance for a century. 
Repeal would sound the death 
knell for the depression, he assert- 
ed: He spoke for governmental 
economy and elimination of ‘use- 
less agencies. Padberg said he was 
the only candidate for Congress in 
either party residing in South St. 
Louis. 

“I’m an enemy of prohiibtion,” 
said Duncan G. Mellier, St. Louis, 
Republican. “Repeal the Volstead 


with the eighteenth amendment.

matters, Mellier put his ideas into 
two words—‘“work, credit.” 

A number of familiar arguments 
against prohibition were rehearsed 
by Louis E. Miller, St. Louis, Re- 
publican, who favors repeal.

At about that time, Grass said, the 
association had on hand 20,000,000 
pounds of mohair on which it had 
advanced to growers from 26 to 32 
cents a pound. 

“Such tastics as these,” he said, 
“make it unwise for dealers .o go 
into the West and other sections 
where wool is grown and to try to 
match their money with that fur- 
nighed by the taxpayers at the com- 
mand of the United States Govern- 
ment.“ 

The agricultural marketing act, 
Grass said, was designed to stabilize 
prices on commodities of which a 
surplus is produced, and wool, un 
der normal conditions, was.not one 
of these.
